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Report  of  Library  Trustees. 

Your  trustees  beg  to  submit  the  following  report, 
and  by  way  of  introduction  quote  from  a  letter  re- 
ceived from  Miss  Carrie  P.  Carroll,  the  librarian  for  the 
Jeffersonville  branch,  "The  interest  in  the  library  is  in- 
creasing instead  of  lessening.  A  deeper  love  for  reading 
is  manifested,  and  the  interest  is  not  confined  to  the 
village,  but  the  people  in  the  surrounding  districts  are 
being  awakened  to  the  fact  that  a  library  is  a  good 
thing  to  have  in  a  place  and  are  patronizing  it  more 
and  more." 

The  Jeffersonville  Branch  now  contains  397  vol- 
umes, divided  into  the  several  departments  of  history, 
biography,  science,  poetry  and  fiction.  Forty-one 
volumes  have  been  added  this  year,  23  by  purchase  and 
18  by  presentation  ;  2,586  books  have  been  taken  this 
3-ear  by  the  314  people  who  have  availed  themselves  of 
its  privileges.  This  fine  showing  fully  justifies  your 
trustees  in  placing  the  librarj^  in  charge  of  theCresendo 
Club,  to  whose  efforts  it  is  entirely  due. 

The  Cambridge  branch  contains  about  250  vol- 
umes in  al!  departments,  50  of  which  have  been  added 
this  3'ear,  and  about  $38.00  is  now  on  hand  to  be  ex- 
pended, with  all  bills  paid.  Nine  hundred  and  sixty 
books  have  been  taken  this  year  hj  the  220  persons 
who  have  been  served.  The  great  need  for  this  branch 
is  an  association  in  whose  hands  all  matters  connected 
with  the  library  may  be  placed,  and  steps  are  being 
taken  toward  such  an  organization. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Cambridge  Town  Li- 
brary is  a  success  and  onl}^  needs  the  continued  sup- 
port of  the  town,  and  earnest  efforts  of  all,  to  become 
more  and  more  a  force  for  good  in  our  communities.
